Mr. H. A. Sommers, Editor News, 
Elizabethtown, Ky.—My dear Mr. Som¬ 
mers:—In the issue of the News of 
July 13, I find the following editoral, 
which in part, is error: 

“Hon. Owsley Stanley, the talented 
and brilllct Congressman, is entitled to 
a large part ot the credit for the pass¬ 
age of the bill taking the six cents tax 
off tobacco. He introduced the bill in 
Congress six years ago and has been 
fighting for it since. The bill allows 
tobacco growers to manufacture their 
own tobacco without a tax upon the 
same and at the manufacture of smok¬ 
ing tobacco requires a very small ex¬ 
pense the removal of the tax will be 
worth a great deal to tobacco growers.” 

The Bradley amendment to the Aid- 
rich bill only authorizes the buyer of to¬ 
bacco “in the hand” to sell that tobacco 
“in the hand” to whomsoever he may 
desire without the payment of the six 
cents tax. as required under the Dingley 
act. The tobacco grower has always 
bad the right to retail his leaf tobacco 
free of taxation, but the Dingley law, in 
order to protect the tobacco trust, did 
not permit the purchaser to retail the 
tobacco without the payment of the six 
cents tax, consequently the grower 
could sell only to individuals who want¬ 
ed leaf tobacco for their own personal 
consumption. 

Therefore, the “privilege” guaran¬ 
teed under the Bradley amendment is 
practically worthless to the grower. 
The amendment does not give the farmer 
or grower, the right to “manufacture” 
his tobacco as stated in your editorial. 
Many farmers and newspapers are labor¬ 
ing under the same error, and. if the 
mistake is not corrected, some ot the 
growers may get into trouble with that 
“very wily” revenue agent. J ust twist 
a hand or two of tobacco and sell it to 
somebody and that merciless agent, 
who is paid to look after the interests 
of Uncle Sam, will bounce upon you 
with his Talons of law. 

If the grower would keep out of troub¬ 
le he should bear in mind that “twist¬ 
ing” is “manufacturing,” and if he 
diBobevs this injunction of the mighty 
ones he is liable to a fine of several 
hundred dollars. 

The only important change the Aid- 
rich bill has made in the tobacco sche¬ 
dule is the increase of from six to eight 
cents a pound on manufactured to¬ 
bacco. And this change was made to 
further assist the Continental* Tobacco 
Company, or trust, in its notorious and 
nefarious effort to wipe the independ¬ 
ent manufacturer from the face of the 
earth. 

But that is neither here nor there. 
The thing for the growers of tobacco 
to remember is that they are forbidden 
to twist, press, grind, crush, or other¬ 
wise prepare their tobacco for the re- 
• toilerjnj» manufactured state. They 
can not manufacture without paying 
eight cents per pound tax 

The Bradley an endment not only does 
the grower no good, but, rather, it
